The Horrors of Russia's Famine Only 
Half Told. 


ME PEASANTRY DRIVEN TO ACTS OF

cr, PETERSBURG, Nov. 25.—It may be truth- 
fully said thatthe news which comes from 
the famine-stricken districts of Russia does 
not in the least degree take from the horrors 
of the condition that confronts thousands 
upon thousands of the COzar’s subjects. 
What the outcome of the sad state of affairs 
will be no one Can predict, and it will be a 
bold statistician who attempts to estimate 
the number of deaths that will result from 
starvation and cold during the coming win- 
ter. The area affected by the famine com- 
prises a section of the Empire equaling in 
size nearly half the area of the United States, 
anda very low estimate places the popula- 
tion of this partof the country at 4,000,000 
souls. 

The Government provided for the distribu- 
tion of large quantities of seed grain in the 
distressed provinces, but the distribution of 
this grain has been greatly delayed through 
various circumstances, not the least of 
which is the extreme difficulty of transport- 
ing anything, particularly at this season of 
the year, tosome of the more distant prov- 
inces.

CONCILIATING THE VATICAN. 


FRANCE DESIRES FRIENDLY RELATIONS WITH 
THE POPE. 


PARIS, Nov. 25.—Onthe face of the verdict 
of the Court of Appeal yesterday declaring 
the Archbishop of Aix guilty of the charge 
preferred against him by M. Fallieres, Minis- 
ter of Justice and Public Worship, on which 
charge he was condemned to pay a fine of 
3,000 francs, the French Government has sent 
a note tothe Pope in regard tothe relations 
between France and the Vatican, In this 
note the Government declares that it has no 
wish to re-open the conflict with the 


clergy, neither has it any wish 
to restrict the liberty of the 
Bishops. In addition the note states that 


the Government of France desires the Pope 
to continue his policy of conciliation and ex- 
presses the hope that the movement, having 
for its object the bringing about of the ad- 
hesion of the Catholic Church to the Repub- 
lic, will spread. 

Mr. Whitelaw Reid, the United States Min- 
ister here, in speaking of the death of Lord 
Lytton, said a great loss had been sustained 
by the sudden taking off of the noted diplo- 
mat. He had, said Minister Reid, a conspic- 
nous political and an equally conspicuous 
literary career.

THEY ATTACK AND PILLAGE BELGIAN MISSIONS— 
A PRIEST KILLED. 

Paris, Nov. 25.—A dispatch has been re- 
ceived here from Pekin which confirms the 
statement that well armed bands have de- 
vastated a whole district in the Northern 


part of China, and that they have 
pillaged and burned Belgian mis- 
sons. In addition to the destruction

THE SEAL CATCH FOR 1891 LARGER THAN EVER 
—BRIEFS. 


OTTAWA, Ontario, Nov. 25.—Notwithstanda- 
ing the unexpected obstacles and difficulties 
which bave occurred in connection with the 
prosecution during the present year of what 
has become a prominent as well as import- 
ant industry of British Columbia, the actual 
catch of seals has exceeded very consider- 
ably that of 1890, which was looked upon asa 
good season.

AFTER THE REVOLT. 


Peace Again Prevails in the Republic 
of Brazil. 


DETAILS OF THE MOVEMENT TO OVER- 
THROW THE DICTATOR. 


Ques 


It Was Led by Peixoto and Da Gama— 
The Conference With Fonseca and the. 
Leaders’ Ultimatum—Congress to Be 


Convened at Once—Rejoicing Among 
the People. 


RIO DE JANEIRO, Nov. %.—The Brazilian 
capital has not yet entirely recovered from 
the stirring scenes attending the overthrow 
of the Dictator. The panicky feeling is, how- 
ever, rapidly subsiding and business is being 
resumed. The doors of the banks, which 
were all closed yesterday, will reopen to-day. 
The streets were thronged last night by 
people rejoicing that the war was over and 
that Rio had now nothing to fear from the 
threaténed invasion by the forces of the 
Junta in Rio Grande do Sul. 

President Peixoto has not yet issued his 
proclamation calling upon Congress to reas- 
semble, but it is said it will be given to the 
press to-day. The new Cabinet, which had 
been agreed on by the leaders of the revolt, 
has been announced. The names ofthe Min- 
istems are: 

Senor Alvez, Finance; Senor Faria Alvin, 
Interior; Senor Pereira, Justice; Senor On. 
viera, War; Senor Mello, Marine; Senor Pal- 
lita, Foreign Affairs. 

None of these gentlemen were members of 
Fonseca’s cabinet and but one of them, 
Alvin, was connected with the provisional 
government which framed the Constitution. 
His name is appended to that instrument 
which stands as Brazil’s declaration of inde- 
pendence. The new ministers are all regarded 
as stanch Republicans. What steps will be 
taken against Fonseca when Congress con- 
venes cannot now be foretold. He is a sick 
man. Many persons believe that his time on 
earth is short, and that he could not live 
through the strain of impeachment pro- 
ceedings. 

It was possible to-day to gather a few addi- 
tional details of the revolt in this city. The 
plans of the leaders were well laid. The 
army and navy were almost aunit against 
the Dictator. Commodore da Gama led the 
movement in behalf of the navy, supported 
by Fonseca’s ex- Minister of Marine, and one 
of the signersof the constitution, Edward 
Wandelholk. 

On the part of the army the Vice-President, 
Fioriano Peixoto, was put forward. Gen. 
Peixoto is himself a military leader of 


the troops. Thus planned and led the revolt 
could not fail. 

Da Gama and Wandelholk went to the 
palace and laid the situation before the Dic- 
tator. They counseled bim to yield without 
resistance and prevent bloodshed. This was 
at Wo’clock. The conference was of short 
duration. The agents of the army and navy 
gave Fonseca twenty-four hoursin which to 
decide. To quicken his decision the squadron 
fired on the city and partially destroyed the 
church of Calle Candalaria. : 

At 12 o’ clock he had decided what to do. He 
promptly resigned, and Peixoto stepped into 
bis shoes. 

Fonseca, as soon as he had retired from of- 
fice, issued a manifesto. Init he said that 
his main object was to avoid bioodshed. 
Without doubt his first impulse was to refuse 
the army and navy demands, but when he 
saw the strength and bearing of the forces 
opposed to him he concluded to yield. Minis- 
ter Lucena, who has been a warm partisan of 
Fonseca, received his resignation and placed 
it in the hands of Peixoto. 

8o the second revolution in Brazil was as 
quickly brought about as the first and almost 


as bloodiess. 

The restrictions upon the cable service 
have been removed and press dispatches are 
not now subject to Government censorship. 


PEIXOTO’S PROCLAMATION.

ADDRESS OF THE NEW PRESIDENT TO THE 
PEOPLE. 

Brvexwos AYRES, Argentine, Nov. 2.—To- 
day’s dispatches from Rio de Janeiro state 
that Gen. Florian Peixoto, the newly 
installed President of the Brazilian Re- 
public, has issued an address to the 
people, in which he declares that the arbitra- 
ry and dictatorial policy assumed by Gen. 
Fonseca will now be abandoned. He declares 
that the reign of law will be re-established. 

The manifesto also announces thatthe dis 
solution of Congress decreed by Fonseca is 
annulled, and the state of siege in the Fed- 
eral district has been raised. The President 
summons Congress to reassemble on Dec, 16 
and resume its functions. 

This proclama ‘ion makes it clear that the 
new President does not sympathize in any 
way with the policy inaugurated by Da Fon- 
seca and that he proposes to do a in his 
power to restore the political situation to a 
normai condition.

He may not go out till 
after the balloting has begun, but when he 
does it will be to declare for Mr. Millsand as 
far as possible through his influence and the 
votes of his followers tothe Texas applicant 
for the Speakership.’’ 

The Crisp men got wind of this late yester- 
day and others were immediately gathering 
of the Crisp forces. The action of Bynum 
and its effect had alarmed them, but this 
expected action of McMillan alarmed them 
still more. While they were holding this 
council of war an ambassador arrived at the 
Metropolitan Hotel.

They held 
a meeting last August and before anyone had 
expressed a preference decided to vote sol- 
idly for one man for Speaker, that man to be 
determined by a majority vote.

After a 
somewhat lengthy conference it was decided 
to as soon as possible effect an alliance, de- 
fensive and offensive, with Representative 
Springer. The Illinois gentieman was ap- 
proached and readily agreed to the propost- 
tion. The understanding is that if, after the 
second or third ballot, either candidate 
shows such strength as to clearly demon- 
strate that one can win and the other can- 
not, there will be a combination made, 

MILLS’ POLITICAL CAREER. 

In the list of candidates for Speaker, 
Roger Q. Mills stands at the head in point of 
age and legislative experience. As the con- 
test seems to lie between the Texan and 
Judge Crisp of Georgia something of the pub- 
lic career of the two men will be of interest.

LIFE AND PUBLIC SERVICES OF GEN. HOVETY'S 


SUCCESSOR. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Nov. W. —Lieut.- Gov. 
Ira J. Chase becomes acting Governor“ of 
Indiana by the death of Gov. Alvin P. Hovy. 
By the provisions of the Constitution of In- 
diana, Mr. Chase is still Lieutenant-Governor 
of the State though assuming the res 1- 
bilities and performing the duties of Gov- 
ernor, 

Mr. Chase is a descendant of Samuel Chase, 
a signer of the Declaration of Independence 
and Rufus Chase, one of the patriots o 
the revolutionary war; his maternai grand 
father, the Hon. Ira Mix, was a member of 
the Vermont Legislature prior to the war of 
1812. Ira J. Chase was born in Clarkson, Mon- 
roe County, New York, Dec. 7, 1834, put his 
parents subsequently removed to Indiana. In 
1866 he was the unsuccessful Republican can- 
didate for Congress against Col. Matson, and 
since has been prominent in State evangell- 
cal work. He has been prominent in State 6. 
A. R. affairs. He was one of the charter 
members of the John H. Emmett Post 
Wabash,and in the year 1886 was elected 
Department Chaplain acclamation. In 1887 
he was elected Department Commander, and 
was again elect Department Chaplain in 
the year 1888. He was a candidate for the

The defense he is ex- 
pected to set up is that he did not Know that 
the tickets were dishonestly obtained. The 
arrest of Dr. Demnvan will do much to un- 
ravel the difficulties in the way of getting at 
the collectors who haue been taking tickets 
and failing toturn them in to the company 
as they should. 


HAMMOND IN PRISON. 


THE MAN WHO FIGURED IN THE GREAT LONDON 
SCANDAL. 


TAcOMA, Wash., Nov. 2.—The Supreme 
Court has affirmed the decision of the Supe- 
rior Court in the case of Charles R. Ham- 
mond of Oleveland street (London) scan- 
dal notoriety, who was convicted of stealing 
a sealskin cloak, and he will be taken to the

A BRUTE ARRESED. 

ATLANTA, Ga., Nov. 25.—Walter Pouder was 
wrrested in Knoxville, Tenn., yesterday by 
Officer Wilson, charged with the horrible 
crime of having driven a 18-year-old pau- 
per girlinsane by maltreatment and repeated 


assaults. The girl was the daughter of a 
pauper in the Floyd County Poor-house, her 
name Zetta Clark. One day in February 
last she was sent on an errand to Rome, Ga., 
and mysteriously disappeared. Abouc Sept. 
1 Pouder arrived with her in 
Atlanta, Ga., represented her as 
his step-daughter, and kept her locked 
up in a room until his actions aroused suspi- 
cion and he was forced to disappear with the 
girl.

Bioom & Douglass, the two Australian re- 
fugees whose arrival at Honoluiu on the 
Beagle created such a stir, are knownto have 
joined the great opium smugglers’ ring. Dis- 
coveries so far show the existence of an ex- 
tensive organization headed by the notori- 


ous Tom Whaley. Asmall squadron of ves- 
sels are engaged in the traffic. Many of the 
coast freighters which are not subject to 
customs inspection are in league with the 
smugglers, transhipping the 152 at sea, 
and janding it with little risk of detection. 
The Beagle is the best vessel the smuggiers 
have, being too well armed to be captured 
except by a man of war.

‘GUESSED’ HE WAS GUILTY. 


Andrew Mason of West Fork, Mo., 
Fined for Delaying the Mails. 
United State Deputy Marshal McCune came 
in this morning with Andrew Mason of West 
Fork, Reynolds County, Mo. Mason hada 
sub-contract to carry the mail from West 
Fork to Gila, and was; indieted under sec. 
8,891 on two counts—for delaying the mail, 


and for neglecting to deliver it at an estab- 
lished post -office. 

Marshal McCune found Mason at Center- 
ville, the county seat, serving as a member 
ofthe Grand-jury. After arresting him he 
accompanied him to his house at West Fork, 
a country hamlet about twenty miles from 
Centerville, where Mason lived on a farm. 
The road to West Fork is a river road; it 
runs along a small stream which it crosses 
twenty-three times in sixteen miles, and the 
prevalent high water made the trip there 
and back a somewhat exciting one—so Mc- 
Cuhe says. 

Mason’s contract from West Point to Gila 
obliged him to deliver mail at Greeley, an 
intermediate point. There was an agitation 
to move the Greeley Post-office to Moore, a 
little one side of Greeley, anda warm con- 
troversy ensued. Mason took sides with the 
Greeleyites, and Moore was selected; he for 
some time refused to recognize the change, 
and there was a blockade of some thirt 
days, during which Moore received no mail. 
When the blockade was raised, the Moore 
Postmaster received 150 pounds of delayed 
matter. This was in the summer of 1890. 
Upon arraignment this morning, Mason 
said: ‘*Well, I guess I am guilty.’’ His 
excuse for delaying the mail was that he had 
not been officially notified of the change in 
Post-offices. 

Judge Thayer fined him $25 on each count, 
and costs.

D0 NOT NEED BILLS 


The Railroads Generally Using the 
Streets Without Authority. 


sPEAKER WARD SAYS THE TRACKS 
MUST BE TAKEN Up. 


Surprising Results of the Investigation 
of the House of Delegates— The Mayor 
Silences Mr. Macklin-—Gravois Road 
People Do Not Want It Sprinkled—Mu- 
nicipal Matters. 


The House of Delegates has begun to make 
the rallroad companies uncomfortable. In 
obedience to a resolution Harbor Commis- 
sioner Dan Able has sent a report to the 
House stating that there are over thirty 
tracks and switches laid on the levee without 
the authority of ordimance. Many of them 
were put down by permits from Mayors 
while bills for mem were pending in the 
Assembly, but the most were laid without 
attempt to get permission of any kind. These 
tracks belong to different railroads of the 
city, and Commissioner Able says they do the 
levee harm by obstructing the vehicle trade 
down there. 

Afterthey got this report the delegates 
thoughtthey would carry the investigation a 
little further, urged to that by a state- 
ment from Delegate T. J. Bradshaw, 
who sald that the Raflway Committee, of 
which he was chairman, had not been called 
on for some time to pass a switch bill. A 
resolution was accordingly sent to Street 
Commissioner M. J. Murphy asking him to 
send the House a list of all the street railway 
tracks in the city which crossed or oc- 


cupied streets without any legal 
right. The Commissioner has had 
three men working on this for 


overa week, andit was a difficult under- 
taking. They found tracks across the streets 
wherever they went, north, south, east and 
west, but they found very few bills. To-day 
the Commissioner found that he had the first 
section of his report ready. It included the 
tracks and switches laid without authority 


110 of them, all of them inthe southern part 
of the city and east of Sixth street. 


Speaker Tom Ward, of the House of Dele- 
cates, was struck with amazement when he 
heard of this. By Jove!’’ he exclaimed, ; 
I wonder if any of them t away. We’il 
take them up in short order, if they can’t 
show an ordinance.’’
